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TIMR BETWEEN TRAINS VARIES. 


As most of the Chicago people who usually 
crowd the down-town streets staid at home 
yesterday the cable system came near being 
adequate. That fact offered a new solution 
for the “traction question.” If the cable 
system cannot be brought up%@ the require- 
ments of a city of 2,000,000, the alternative of 
reducing the size of the city is offered. 

To meet the demands of the cable lines 
Chicago shéuld be reduced to a city of 800,000. 
Then the Union Traction company and the 
Chicago City railway company, by,putting 
in some new cables, which they might be will- 
ing to do, would be able to carry their pas- 
sengers without putting them to inconven- 
fence and discomfort. 

As the cable lines were here before’ most 
of the present residents came, they might 
be considered to have more of a claim on the 
city than its citizens. Chicago has embar- 
rassed the cable lines by growing up. The 
Union Traction company and the Chicago 


inconsiderate persons who have insisted upon 
crowding into a space which has traction 
cilities for only 300,000. 


Result of Investigation. 

‘Whe investigation made yesterday by re- 
porters for Taz TRIBUNE of the Wabash and 
Cottage Grove avenue cable line proved con-

lines. Yesterday was an abnormal day. 
Travel was abnormally light. Down-town 
Chicago looked like a forgotten city in ccm- 
parisOn with the Chicago of Tuesday with 
its hurrying tens of thousands of shoppers. 
Where a hundred pergons used the trolley 
and cable Tuesday one used them yesterday. 

Under these conditions the cable lines came 
near meeting requirements. It showed how 
inconsiderate the city has been to grow up 
when the traction companies remained in 
their infancy. The city and the traction 
lines were children together once, and some- 
thing retarded the growth of the traction 
companies. The traction lines are said to 
have been promising children once, but they 
failed to grow. 


Stay at Home or Move, — 


8i per cent ought to stay at home all the 
time. If 1,700,000 people will kindly quit 
bothering the cable lines the traction ques- 
tion will take care of itself..There would 
not be such large dividends for the stock- 


not be ten passengers holding to a strap 
or a hand-guard for one that has a seat. 
That ‘will appear like a traction Utopia

’ acrobats, but any one who saw the condition 
of the Wabash avenue cable trains yester- 
day knows that it can be realized if 1,700,000 
people will just move out of town. ; 
Altogether, it was a rest which the cable 
trains had earned. It will be agreed that 
they had been overworked for the weeks of 
Christmas shopping. Conductors who have 
been used to pushing their way through 
alsles which, from appearances, would not 
admit the entrance of a toothpick collected 
six fares yesterday and sat on the rear 
guard of their trains for the rest of their 
trip. If relaxation from owerwork could 
make the day a *‘ merry Christmas ”’ for the 
street railway employés most of them cer- 
tainly had it. | 2 


Best Service in Wabash Avenue. 
So far as the character of a cable train per- 


avenue lines come nearer giving it than any 
other in town. They are relieved of much 
of the congestion by the Illinois Central 
and the South Side Elevated roads. The 
equipment is considerably better than on 
many other lines, and the cables have not 
shown such a disposition to break down at 
frequent intervals as have those of the 
Unfon Traction company. Still, the defects 
are much the same as those of the other 
lines, 

On this line, as on the others, a part of the 
problem will be solved by the addition of 
cars. Even yesterday when only 15 per cent 
of Chicago made demands upon the cable 
lines, the Wabash avenue cars would show 
symptoms of distress if a delay of five or 
six minutes were occasioned in the schedule. 
As long as the trains came along at one and 
two minute intervals, with the small num- 
ber of persons waiting to take the cars, the 
service was about as nearly good as it can 
be expected to be while it remains a cable 
service. | 

When there was a delay the number of 
passengers jumped up from forty-five and 
‘fifty-five to 100 and 125. The Wabash ave- 
nue trains can carry more passengers with 
comfort than the other cable trains of the 
city, but 100 passengers overcrowd a train 
of one grip and two tratilers. That num- 
ber of passengers means strap-holders and 
platform acrobats.. The observations were 
made at the corner of Twelfth street. 


Accident to Trolley Car. 

As the result of the breaking of an axle on 
a car of the Wentworth avenue line early 
last evening no cars were operated in Clark 
street, between Washington street and 
Archer avenue, from 8 to 11 o'clock. In 
-ascending the south grade of the Twelfth 
street viaduct one of the large cars met with 
the accident that caused the tleup of the 
line..

dians are on the warpath. ; 
An immense buffalo bull was so injured 


yards to Pawnee Bill's ranch, south of town, 
that he had to be killed. The meat was 
given by Major Lillle to the Indians for a 
buffalo dance. The Indians have been danc- 
ing and pow-wowing ever since. They claim 
the vast herds of buffalo are coming back 
to this country, and many of the Indians 
have notified the white lessees to vacate 
their ranches at once, as they wish to lay 
the fences low, so the buffalo will have full 
sway of the country. 

The white people in the remote parts of 
the reservation are coming in to Pawnee 
and report that the Indians are acting ina 
threatening manner towards them. Pawnee

Washington, D. C., Dec. 25.—[Special.}— 
Governor Leslie. M. Shaw of lowa has for- 
mally accepted the offer made to him to be- 
come Secretary of the Treasury and the fact, 
was officially announced tonight at the 
White House. 


The understanding that Governor Shaw 


will take charge of the Treasury department 
as soon as he can relieve himself of his offi- 
cial business in Iowa. As nearly as can be. 
learned he wil) come on here in January and 
Secretary Gage is arranging his affairs to be 
able to leave at any time before Feb. 1. 

In anmouncing the acceptance of Governor 
Shaw it was officially stated aiso that this 
appointment would in no way interfere with 
the retention in the Cabinet of Secretary 
Wilson. It is known that President Roose- 
velt has a high regard for the Secretary of 
Agriculture, who has made a greater record 
than any one previously in that office since 
it wae established in 1889, not even excepting 
the famous “‘ Jerry Rusk of Wisconsin. 


Wilson’s Retirement Not Unlikely. 

While the attitude of the President i# 
undoubtedly one of extreme friendliness 
toward the Sécretary of Agriculture there 
may be reasons which would induce Mr. 
Willison to retire. In the first place, he was 


not consulted at all regarding the appoint- _.. <i 4 


ment of Governor Shaw, a man frorr 
own State. He had his first intimation from 
‘the newspapers, and some of his friends 
rather resented this, although the Secre- 
tary himself is much too broad a man to be 
influenced by such trivial details of official 

There is another feature, however, of per- 
haps more importance, which fs, that Secre- 
tary Wilson ts far from being a rich man. 
The burden of social duties, from a pecuniary 
point of view, is a great one and the Secre- 
tary is forced to spend every year a good 
deal more than his salary. He after talked 
of retiring from the Cabinet before the death 
of President McKinley, and his disposition, 
therefore, would be to retire whenever the 
President is ready to select a successor. 


Situation May Prove Awkward.» 


The official statement from the White - 


House tonight that Governor Shaw's ap- 
pointment did not in any way affect the 
tenure of office of the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture was particularly grateful to Mr. WHil- 
son’s friends, but they all recognize the fact 
that two Iowa members ofthe Cabinet might 
not fit In with the political plans of the Presi- 
dent. 

The appointment of Governor Shaw will 
give the State of Iowa an extraordinary in- 
fluence on the finances of the nation, which 
is the more singular in view of the fact that 
Iowa is largely an agricultural State and has 
no large cities or financial institutions. The 
State, however, will have the Secretary of 
the Treasury and the director of the mint, 


while over in the Senate Mr. Allison is prob- 


ably the most influential man in the Upper 
House of Congress, so far as financial mat-’ 
ters are concerned. To. cap the climax the 
‘Speaker of the House, who controls all legis- 
lation, including that on financial matters, is» 
also from Iowa. 


Eastern Men Not. Pleased. 

There is some division of opinion among 
Eastern men regarding the appointment of. 
Governor Shaw. Many of them cling to the 
jdea that a banker should be the Secretary 
of the Treasury, and by banker they mean 
the head of some great trust company or 
financial institution in a large city, and not 
the modest banker of a small country town. 

On the other han@, a much larger fraction 
of the men here believe in the appointment 
of a man of executive ability, and the finan- 
cial regularity of Governor Shaw will reflect 
great credit on the discernment of the Prest-. 
dent... Western men particularly belleve 
that in\these days of great monetary combi- 
nations the Secretary. of the Treasury should 
always be a man as far removed from the: 
Wall street influence. as possible. 


| Iowans in Capital Elated. 

The definite announcement of Governor 
Shaw's selection for the position of Secre- 
tary of the Treasury gave the greatest grati- 
fication to the Iowans resident here. They 
regard him as a man well equipped for the 
place and feel confident the appointment will 
give general satisfaction. Secretary Wilson 
voleed these sentiments when asked about 
Governor Shaw tonight and he added that 
the Governor was better known to the peopls 
east of the Mississippi River than any man 
west of the Mississippi on questions of 
fihance. 

To Senator Dolliver of lowa, whose rela-° 
tions with Governor Shaw have been close, 
his selection for the Treasury portfolio 
gave the greatest pleasure. “The Gover- 
nor,” he said, “ has demonstrated by speech- 
es delivered before Chambers of Commerce . 
and banking associations in every important 
city of the United States a profound knowl- 
edge of the theory and mechanism of our 
banking and currency system. He is not 
only a student of these questions but has 
beén for many years a successful banker. 
In selecting him the President undoubtedly 
acted in a great medeyre upon his personal. 
familiarity with Governor Shaw's abilities 
in dealing-with the special subjects that be- 
long to the Treasury department. His ap- 
pointment will be especially gratifying to the 
people of lowa, and, indeed, the whole West, 
and I have no doubt satisfactory to the great 
business and commerctal interests of the 
United Statés.”

Harm. 


DENY RAISING BIG FUND. 


Mr. Harrison Reiterates His An- 
nouncement of Plan to Win 
the Contest. 


Mayor Harrison's announcement that he 
intends to discipline the members of the 
Policemen’s Benevolent association for their 
attempt to interfere with the action of the 
City Council In the matter of their own pay 
has caused consternation in the ranks of the 
police. They are running’around explaining 
that they never did mean any harm, and 
that the society is of the most harmless 
character. | 

The Mayor, however, insists if the asso- 
ciation expects to survive it must keep out 
of politics, and believes that in the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court in the in- 


to accompligh his purpose. 
Mayor Defines His Attitude. 


“TI am not against the police,”’ he reiterat- 
ed. “I would like to see them all get more 
pay if it were possible, and also have more 
men on the force. It is, however, impossible 
to raise their pay now, asthe city has not the 
money for it. | 

“This attempt on the part of an organiza- 
tion formed among the policemen. to force 
through the Council an ordinance looking to 
the increase of their pay does not seem to 
me to be a proper thing. It is reported that 
an assessment of $20 a head has been made 
on the members of the association to accom- 
plish this purpose, and there is certainly no 
legitimate way in which so much money 
could be used. 

“The threat is made that the ordinance 
' will be passed over my veto. If it is then my 
recourse would be to equalize the matter by 
laying off men, as I have a right to do under 
the law without giving reasons.”’ 


Aldermen Expect Measure to Fail. 

The belief among members of the Council 
is that the ordinance will not be carried, or 
if it does that it will be nullified by the sub- 
sequent action of the Council in the appro- 
priation bill, 

“What difference does it make what we 
do?” asked Alderman Brennan (Highteenth], 
who, as a member of the Committee on Po- 
lice, voted for the recommendation of the 
higher pay ordinance om Monday. ‘“* The 
Finance committee has the last word in 
framing the appropriation bill, and even if 
the Council were to vote for higher salaries 
for the policemen it would be necessary to 
get the money into the appropriation bill. 
That is a different thing from voting for an 
ordinance for more pay, as to do it would 
mean less money for things Aldermen want 
in their wards, and even if the item was put 
in the bill the Mayor would veto it.” 


Policemen Deny Raising Fund. 


The Policemen’s Benevolent association 
is busy explaining that it has not been do- 
ing anything wrong in its recent actions, 
Its attorney denied that he had any knowl- 
edge of any large sum of money raised for 
the purpose of influencing legislation, and 
officers of the society denied the story that 
an assessment of $20 a head had been made 
on the members. “‘ They have not the money 
to spare,"’ said the President. 

It is ‘considered probable that the opposi- 
tion of the Mayor will result in disrupting 
the association. It had its inception in the 
Star league, of which Joseph Kipley wasthe 
head, and which was composed of ex-po- 
Hcemen who had been discharged under 
Mayor Swift's administration. On the first 
election of Mayor Harrison these men were 
reinstated and Kipley was named as Gen- 
eral Superintendent. Out of this league 
grew the present association.

NEW YORK STATE FARMER SLAIN 
IN MYSTERIOUS MANNER. 


Fusillade of Bullets Greets Peter A. 
Hallenback of Greenport When He 
Appears in Response to a CaH—Four 
Nephews of the Murdered Man Are 
Arrested on Suspicion of Participa- 
tion in the Crime—Laundryman Is 
Killed in His Shop. 


Hudson, N. Y., Dec. 25.—[Special.]}—A 
murder, which’ the authorities agree was 
premeditated, was committed in the Town 
of Greenport, Columbus County, about four 
miles south of this city, last night, fhe vic- 
tim being Peter A. Hallenback, a well- 
to-do farmer of the township, 55 years old. 

Four men, nephews of the man killed, have 
been arrested on suspicion. 

Peter and his brother Charles lived to- 
gether with their wives afi@- mother, and a 
farm hand also resided at the house. Last 
night the members of the household, with 
the exception of Peter, his mother, and wife, 
jeft home at about 7 o’clock to attend the 
Christmas tree exercises at the Httle coun- 
try church. Half an hour later Peter was 
called to the door by loud knocking, and 
seven shots were fired at him, he being 
killed, | 

How many men were in the party that did 
the shooting is not known, but at least three 
opened fire upon Peter as he opened the door. 
One bullet plerced his lung, another entered 
his heart, one went through his kidneys, and 
others struck him in the back, arm, and 
head. Eleven shots were fired. 


Guns Are Turned on Woman. 


As the first shot struck him Peter reached 
for a gun close to the door, but a bullet struck 
him in the arm in which he grasped it. His 
wife sprang to her feet, and the guns were 
turned upon her. She and her mother fled 
to an upper room of the house, leaving the 
husband dead on the floor. The murderers 
made their escape by means of a horse and 
earriage. Mrs. Hallemback says there were 
six In the party and that all wore masks and 
had their overcoats turned inside out. Hal- 
lenback was not known,{o have an enemy. 


Four Nephews Are Arrested. 

‘Four young men who are suspected of the 
murder were locked up in the Hudson Jail 
tonight. They are Bert, Fred, and Willis Van 
Wormer, and Harvey Bruce. They are all 
nephews of Hallenbeck’s wife, who is his 
second wife. 

The oldest of the boys is 28. The young- 
est is about 16. Three of them lived near 
the Halleribeck place tn Greenport until a 
few months ago. Then Hallenbeck, who had 
suffered much from the family and had been 
kind, foreclosed a mortgage on the farm 
owned by Mrs. Van Wérmer, the stepmother 
of the boys, and dispossessed her. The fam- 
ly mpved to Kinderhook, twenty miles away. 

ording to the Sheriff and the police who 
arrested the boys this dispossession supplied 
the motive for the tragedy. However, peo- 
ple of this part of the Hudson Valley recaH 
that less than a year ago, when these same 
boys were threatened with prosecution for 
raids on a chicken yard at Linlithgo, Peter 
Hallenbeck interceded for them, asserted 
their innocence most earnestly, and paid for 
the chickens to avoid all possibility of prose- 
cution. Recalling these things, the people 
say that human ingratitude could not go so 
far, and that the boys must be innocent. 


Laundryman Killed Mysteriously. 

‘West Superior, Wis., Dec. 25.—Charley 
Yim, a Chinese laundryman, was murdered 
in his place of business some time last night. 
No trace of the murderer or murderérs has 
y Sh been found, although the police believe 
they have a clew. 

When the Chinaman wds discovered he 
was lying in a pool of blood in the rear of 
his laundry, with a piece of gas pipe beside 
him. His skull was crushed in, evidently 
by a blow witht the gas pipe. He was alive 
when found, but unconscious, and died soon 
after being removed to the hospital. Mem- 
bers of a family living above the laundry 
say they heard sounds of a scuffle and the 
Jaundryman cal for help. Then camea 
heavy fall, the door was slammed shut, and 
all was still.

WINGROOM LAW IN FORCE 


TIME LIMIT SET BY MAYOR HAR- 
RISON EXPIRES. 


Police Report a General Disposition by 
Proprietors of Saloons to Comply 
with the Ordinance—At Some of the 
Leading Resorts It Is Said the 
Change Will Not Affect Business — 
Apartments for Card Tables Will Be 
Asked by a Few Piaces. . 


The time allowed saloonkeepers by Mayor 
Harrison in which to comply with the terms 
of the ordinance abolishing winerooms ex- 
pired last night. According to reports from 
the police and from some of the principal 
resorts affected by the ordinance its terms 
generally were complied with. Nota few of 
the proprietors agree that their fears of 
the ordinance were. unfounded, and that 
their busfness has not suffered by the 
changed conditions. 

“T am living up to the ordinance,” said 
Frank McWhorter, proprietor of the Calu- 
met Café, 3846 Cottage Grove avenue. “I 
find that my customers make no complaint 
about the change, and that I can get along 
without the private rooms just as well, if 
not better, than with them. I have torn out 
most of the rooms on the main floor, leav- 
ing a few in which to serve parties of four.” 


Get Along Without Rooms. 


“ We are getting along well enough with- 
out the private rooms,” said one of the firm 
of Pfeiffer & Lennon, 3034 Indiana avenue, 
‘“‘and it looks as if our business will-not 
suffer much. We tore out the partitions a 
week ago.”’ 

Frank H. Wing, whose saloon and restau- 
rant at Twenty-second and State str-ets 
has a number of private rooms, had not com- 
plied with the ordinance yesterday afternoon. 
It was stated last night by a frequenter of 
the place that Mr. Wing expected to do 
away with the-rooms on the ground: floor 
today. 

No extra warning was given to the saloon- 
keepers yesterday by the police that the 
ordinance had gone into effect and that 
offenders would be punished severely. The 
original notice issued by Chief O’Nelill was 
understood when {ft was issued, and while a 
few sadloonkeepers were disposed de- 
fiant at that time, they have concluded*to 
make no fight. 

* | Want Rooms for Cards. 

Some of the down-town saloons in which 
no women are allowed, and which maintain 
two or three private rooms in the rear of 
their establishments for the convendence!of 
card players, are said to be contemplating a 
modification of the ordinance which will ap- 
ply to their‘ particular cases. . 

“ The aim of the ordinance, as I understand 
it,’ said a Clark street saloon man, “ is to 
keep women out of saloons. There are a 
number of places in*the ‘business district 
which never have permitted a woman inside 
their doors, and the literal enforcemént of 
the ordinance will work a hardship on them 
that was not intended.” 


_O’Neill to Warn Inspectors. 

“So far as I have been able to learn,” said 
Chief of Police O’ Nefil last night, “‘ there Is 
no defiance of the ordinance by those whom 
it effects. The notice of fifteen days given 
the saloonkeepers expires tonight. No fur- 
ther orders have been issued.” 

‘*“What will be the proceeding in cases of 
violation?” 

‘* Tomorrow I will call the Inspectors to- 
gether and explain to them as the Mayor ex- 
plained to me. He said that violators of the 
ordinance would have their licenses revoked, 
not to be renewed again within two years. 
I will give orders that policemen shall seek 
for and report violations to the commanding 
officers, who in return wilt’report to the 
Mayor.” 

Will saloonkeepers-be permitted to main- 
tain offices and stockrooms separated by par- 
tition from their saloons?"’ 

‘* Yes, as I understand it; that will not be 
considered a violation of the ordinance. The 
only partition that can be maintained in 
a saloon under that ordinance is one sep- | 
arating a bar from a general drinking room.”

_ Assailahts Put to Flight.

able to go to their homes without assistance.

police power over the rendering plants and 
other creators of unbearable odors. 

Under the ruling, lawyers say, smoke of- 
fenders also can be made-to desist if com-<) 
plainants can prove that they are nuisances. } 
This,. the anti-smoke people say, will be 
only too easy. 

The decision was particularly welcomed 
by the city Law department, as it estab« 
lishes the validity of the recently passed or« 


dinance governing rendering establish-' 
ments, j 
This Plant Suppressed. 

The case decided by the Appellate Court 
was the application for an injunction on the 
part of the Columbia Park company, which 
owns plonic grounds on the Desplainés 
River, against the Canal Melting company, 
in the Town of Lyons. It was shown that 
the smells coming from the rendering plant! 
of the Canal company injured the business 
of the Columbia company by interfering 
with the comfort of the people who attended 
the picnics, and consequently decreasing the 
attendance. T it was set up, was an in- 
terference with the free use of its property 
by the complaining company. 

In the hearing of the case it was shown 
that the Canal company used the best meth- 
ods known in its business for the prevention 
of bad odors, and its machinery was all 
modern and constructed on sanitary lines. 
The fagt remained, however, that the emelis 
did come from the works, and, consequently, 
Judge Waterman allowed the injunction is« 
sued by the lower court restraining the . 


rendering establishment from operating. to - 


stand. 

The injunction was modified, however, to 
apply only to the summer months, in which 
the picnic company uses its grounds In 
the winter time no damage is done, as a 
matter of course. 


What the Decision Means, 


“ «<The decision sustains the posttion of the 
city that it has the right to control through 
licenses all such establishments,” said Cor< 
poration Counsel Walker. “It also estab< 
lishes the point that a rendring plant can 
be shut up entirely if it can be shown it is 
detrimental to adjacent industries or to the 
health of the neighbors. Of course it will 
have to be shown by evidence that the plant 
is really a nuisance, but the rightiof the city 
under its police power to stop all such nuis- 
ances is now undoubted... 
The decision is of special im ce just 
now from the fact that the City Council re« 
cently passed an ordinance intended to drive 
rendering plants out of the territory north 
of Thirty-ninth street. In former days the 
existence of rendering plants was allowed in 
the territory bounded by Thirty-ninth street, 
the Illinois and Michigan Canal, Stewart 
and Western avenues. : 
The owners had threatened to appeal to 
the courts for a writ of mandamus to compel 
the. city to reissue licenses for the prohibited 
district, but the Law department holds that 
the decision of Tuesday by the Appellate 
Court renders any such attempt useless, 
As the law now stands rendering establish- | 
ments are allowed in the territory south of 
Thirty-ninth street and between Butler 
street and Western avenue. In this are lo~ 
cated the plants of the Armour and Switt) 
companies. Under the decision, however, 
according to the opinion of the City Law 
department, it will be possible to remove 
these plants if it can be shown they are of-| 
tensive and detrimental to the health or 
business of the community. .

Fougquier, Publicist and Dra- 
matic Critic of Paris, Passes 
Away.

PARIS, Dec. 25.—Jacques Francois Henri 
Fouquier _ pre publicist and former member 
of the Chamber of hace a isdead. He was 
born Sept. 1, 1838. 


Jacques Fouquier “hin! one of the best 
known French journalists in the exciting 
days following the Franco-German war. 
He was born at Marseilles on Sept. 1, 1838. 
As @ young man he studied law and medi- 
cine, but gave up both professions to become 
a journalist. In 1861 he went to Paris, at- 
taching himself to the editorial staffs of 
L’Avenir National and La Presse. In 1867 
he was a special correspondent with Gari- 
baldi for L’Independence Belge of Brussels. 

After the proclamation of the Third Re- 
public in 1870, M. Fouquier was intrusted 
with a mission to Marseilles, and there he 
established La Vraie Republic, which news- 
paper Im conducted until his appointment as 
Secretary of the Department. 

In March, 1871, he tock the place of the 
Prefect of Paris during the communard 
outbreak. Until 1873 he was censor of the 
press. Later he established Le Petit Paris- 
len. He became a frequent contributor to 
Gil Blas, In 1891 he became dramatic critic 
for Figaro. He had already been a member 
of the Chamber of Deputies for two years

De Beers Shareholders Are Told That 
Output of South African Mines Av- 
erage $17,500,000 a Year.

KIMBERLEY, Dec. 25.—At a meeting of 
the shareholders of the De Beers Mining 
company the chairman stated that the De 
Beers and Kimberley mines had been in full 
swing for thirty-two years and were now 
producing diamonds to the value of $17,- 
500,000 annually.

Cuban Problem Foremost. 


Par beyond any other country in present 
mn fance, as bearing upon the question of 
ceoeceity, is the Island of Cuba. The best 
island historian of the recent war. in that

over Manila and Santiago left us echoes of 
ry, but they also left us a legacy of duty. 
t is worse than idle for us to say that we 
have no duty to perform, and can leave the 
islands to their fate. Let us, as We value our 
self-respect, face these responsibilities and 
meet the problem in a way to.redound to our 
glory, with high resolve for the widest free- 
dom of individual initiative, and for the 
wisest control of national initiative, pur- 


suing ng policy that is hostile to 
the welfare of the many. While: 
our nation’s first duty is within its 


Own borders, it is not to be absolved 
from facing its duties as a whole, and if it 
refuses to do so it forfeits its right to strug- 
gie for a place among the peoples that shape 
the destiny of mankind.’ | 

“Our responsibility is great, because our 
power is great. At our command, as an 
express condition of our ceasing to treat the 
island as conquered territory under martial 
law, the Platt amendment was forced into 
the new constitution of Cuba, as an integral 
part of her organic law. By that amend- 
ment the Cubans are bound hand and foot, 
powerless ‘to conclude treaties with other 
countries save by our consent. They cannot 
turn elsewhere for favorable terms, but must 
be satisfied with what we choose to give 
them, and what we have hitherto chosen to 
give them is only a fresh and increased dose 
of the old Spanish prescription, pauperism 
and bankruptcy. 


Fought. by the Sugar Intérests. 


“ Such opposition as is made to the demand 
of the Cubans for reciprocal trade with the 
United States comes, it need hardly. be 
stated, from the sugar and tobacco pro- 
ducers, mainly from the former. Even the 
opposition from these sources is often not 
altogether ¢andid in its expression—for in- 
stance, we are not infrequently treated to 
the assertion that lowering the duty on 
Cuban sugar will not bring greater gains to 
the Cuban growers, but that thaJion’s share 
will fall to the sUgar trust. 

“That corporation occupfes a singular 
position In our politics. Everybody appeals 
with confidence to its assumed unpopularity; 
everybody expects approval for this or that 
scheme, which he claims will diminish its 
profits, or calls down denunciation on the 
other scheme, which {fs certain to enhance 
them; yet meantime, no one, by any chance, 
undertakes to effect the only means of really 
cutting down its gains, taking off a part of 
the impost on refined sugar. | 

“The ethical element has a real place in 
all considerations of reciprocity. Exchange 
of material goods is not all that commerce 
involves, for all is not ended when articles 
have been delivered and money paid. 

“ Rechgnizing the widespread tendency in 
the popular mind to associate reciprocity ar- 
rangements with moderations of—or, if the 
phrase be preferred, attacks on—our general 
scheme of import duties, they properly shut 
off discussion on that point at the outset. 


‘They might as properly have gone farther 


yet, and clearly shown, on behalf of the 
‘reciprocity that alarms no Anjierican inter- 
ests,’ that what they had in view was in 
perfect harmony with ‘the essential prin- 
ciples of the present tariff law,’ so that the 
popular disposition to think otherwise was 
@ mere vagary. | 
“What are .those ‘essential principles’ 
from which we are in nowise to depart? 
The leading principle, we well know, is that 
citizens of.this republic may not be trusted” 
to make their purchases wisely, but need the 
salutary discipline of a fine to restrain them 
from dealing with producers not fayored by 
the better wisdom of a paternal government. 
Surely it cannot be necessary formally to 
prove what appears so evident at a glance— 
that tredty regulations made by government 
itself could cast no reflection on the superior 
ability of governmental machinery to bring 
Wealth and prosperity to the citizen. 


Combines Aided by the Tariff. 

“Another principle is that the general 
well-being 
tion and establishment in the plent- 
tude of power of gteat combina- 
tions of producers. That it is the pri- 
mary object of our tariff laws to assist these 
combinations to rise and thrive will not and 
need not be asserted, but it can hardly be de- 
nied that if they had been enacted with that 
primary object they could not more effect- 
ually. have attained it. We must frankly ad- 
mit that reciprocity arrangements, if not 
carefully drawn, might easily endanger the 


supremacy and sway of these gpecia! favor- , 


ites of our legislation; but it isnot of such 
bungling prentice work that we are now 

“It is not difficé!lt to draw up treaties that 
will leave the citizen im-many ways as much 
under the dominion of consolidated capital 
as he ever was; and, even granting the possi- 

bility that the executive branch of govern- 
ment might fall in some dégree short of the 
full measure of consideration due. to vested 
rights, we are assured in our national Senate 
of a vigilant guardian to whose tender care 
no combination, corporation, or trust may 
appeal in vain. 

“ The third principle, so closely akin to the 
second that the two might almost be consid- 
ered in one sentence, is that prosperity is 
advanced by the sale of American manufac- 
tures in home markets at higher prices than 
the same manufactures command in Europe. 
If prosperity is identical with high price, and 
Europe’s inferiority results from its being 
denied that blessing, our third principle nec- 
essarily follows; and it is quite plain that our 
Own continued enjoyment of it is dependent 
on the maintenance of trusts and other such 
combinations, or at least of mutual under- 
Standings among producers. ’ 

“It must be confessed that reciprocity 
treaties, so far as they affect the matter, 
tend to reduce or remove this difference in 
prices, and that is perhaps their weakest 
point in the mind of the orthodox protection- 
ist; yet, after all, he may comfort himself 
with the reflection that this criticism applies 
to-treaties unskillfully made and not tosuch 
as are Warranted to ‘ alarm nobody.’ 


Concessions Must Be Mutual. 


* But reciprocity, of the kind which some 


of us who called the convention believed 
that it might be induced to approve, recog- 
nized the truth that we cannot expect to 
obtain concessions worth having without 
giving something for them in return—giving 
something real, and not merely pretending 
to give—and its results, though, as already 
shown, not seriously injuring any one, can- 
not in every case be kept from causing some 
alarm, or at least some apprehension of 
diminished business profits in some quar- 


“It was with a view of securing some- 
thing real and positive as the outcome of 
the convention that the opening speech in 
behalf of the treaties now pending in the 
Senate was made. 

“The falling off in our export trade dur- 
ing the years 1893-4-5, was due, of course, 
to a depressed financial condition abroad as 
well as at home, joined with a succession of 
unusually large wheat and rye crops in 
Europe; and its revival since those years is 
due to many Causes, among which a bet- 
ter monetary condition among our custom- 
ers, a fuller gold supply from the mines, 
and a sharper European demand for our 
agricultural product are included. 


Reciprocity Still an Issue. 


“The Manufacturers’ club speech unfor- 
tunately carried the convention with it. 
The resolution finally adopted was feeble 
and ambiguous, and thus the result was 
practically null, The New York Chamber of 
Commerce has already condemned it by a 
formal vote, and the newspapers give it 
faint praise. Has this ‘lame and impotent 
conclusion’ really sounded ‘ the death-knell 
of all the reciprocity treaties?’ Has the 
been in vain? Not permanently, we may 
rest assured. If China herself is not per- 
mitted forever to pursue a Chinese policy, 
surely we will not undertake to pursue one. 

“Associations, both in the capital city and 
in Ohio, have been formed to build a monu- 
ment in memory of William McKinley, that 
his fellow-citizgens may be perpetually re- 
minded of his virtues and his public serv- 
ices. It is fitting and proper to dothis. But 
it has been suggested that the best possibic 
memorial to our martyr President be some 
work in the line of his own evident wishes. 
Would not a sincere patriot, whose last 
words were for his country, be best honored 
by detds in furtherance ‘of those words? 
How earnestly his heart was enlisted in the 
success of the treaties agreed upon under 
his direction I haye long known from per- 
sonal intercourse; the .world has known it 
since his address in Buffalo. Those in polit- 
ical accord with him should not be foremost 
in disregarding his last appeal.” 
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BOY PUPILS IN MAJORIFY 


LEAD IN UPPER GRADES IN MANY 
CHICAGO SCHOOLS. 


Unable to Escape Truant Offigéers as 
Easily as Their Sisters They Are 
Kept at Their Studies—Liitie Girls 
Kept at Home Helping with House- 
hold Work and Sewing ~ Lack of 
Funds for Authorities to Make Thor- 
ough Investigation. 


Boys are kings In the upper grades in over 
20 per cent of Chicago’s public schools. While 
the public generally expects to find the 
girls predominating in these classes, the 
facts show that in fifty-eight of the 250 
schools the boys are in the majority, with 
their numerical strength growing. 

These schools, which prove the rule by 
being the exception, are scattered through 
the three divisions of the city, but a ma- 
jority of them are in localities where the 
penny is considered of more value than an 
education. The unusual excess of boys is 
due to the fact that it is not so easy for them 
to evade the compulsory education law ag 
it is for their sisters, 


Girls Escape Truant Officers. 


Since the boys cannot safely be sent out 
to work without being detected by school 
officers, the busy mothers are glad to have 
them “out of the way ” at school. They are 
Kept there until the law ajlows them to work 
steadily. The girls, hoWever, the “ little 
mothers,” can take care of the younger 
brothers and sisters, can accomplish much 
of thé housework, can help tn the sewing 
which many of the mothers take in. They 
can be kept off the street during school 
hours, and thus the truant officers—who are 
not sufficiently numerous to admit of a 
house-to-house canvass, see nothing of them. 
Even when investigation is made it is said 
many wiles and expedients are adopted to 
prevent too willing and industrious “ little 
mothers ” from going back to school. 


Ages Are Misstated. 


“ The little girls are cheated at both ends 
of their school life,” said one principal. 
“They are brought to us too young to be 
ready for even the kindergarten. training 
which cannot always be suppiled them. When 
the parents want to take them out of school 
they calmly lie in the opposite direction. 


The child who was described as 6 when she ~ 


was but 4 is declared 14, perhaps, when we 
Know her to be not over 10, or at most 11. 

“ But we have not money to make the 
strong fight we should, and the parents 
know it. When, as frequently happens, we 
do compel the parents to send the little giris 
back to school temporarily they are for- 
ever being kept at home for ‘ Just this week ’ 
—because the mother or older sister is ill, to 
help in caring for the sick baby, or because 
the children are themselves ailing. Itis fight 
and struggle incessantly to insure the little 
girls the smallest modicum of educational 
training.”’ 


Parental School a Remedy. 


“The establishment of the parental school 
will do more than anything else to provide 
the poor ‘little mofhers’ of Chicago with 
an education,’’ is the opinion of Miss Cora 
Caverno, principal pf the Jones School, one 
of the schools in Which the boys outnumber 
the girls. “A f examples will 
wonders. As it js, the parents khow that 
we cando comparatively little without suffi- 
cient money to fight every individual case, 


‘and they take advantage of this knowledge. 


Numbers of little girls who ought to be in 
school here are at home or working in the 
date-packing establishments of the neigh- 
borhood this winter, but it is difficult to 
find them, even with the assistance of the 
school records. A house-to-house canvass is 
impossible, and even the tiny children are 
taught to know nothing of the whereabouts 
of the oldersister who ought to bein school.” 


EMANUEL SONDHEIMER IS DEAD.

ITALY WANTS LAW 

‘TO BACK TREATY 

Seeks United States Federal 
Enactment to Protect 

Its Citizens. 


STATES PREVENT ACTION. 


New Ambassador to Washington 
Explains Harm Lynching 
Has Done in Past.

MONEY, NOT REPARATION. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 25.—The Italian 
government has been renewing its efforts 
of late with the authorities in Washington 
to have the federal statutes so extended as 
to protect foreigners in cases arising within 
the jurisdiction of States, thus giving a 
federal remedy for lynchings and like af- 
frays directed against Italians, such as have 
occurred in Louisiana, Colorado, and Mis- 
sissippi. 

It is. the exchange of views in this connec- 
tion which recently brought on the discus- 
sion in the Italian Senate, when Baron Fava 
interpolated the Italian Premier as to the 
progress of an adjustment. 

Immediately on the arrival of the new Am- 
bassador, Sig. Mayor des Planches, he took 
up this question, which had arisen in con- 
nection with the lynching of several Italian 
citizens at Erwin, Miss. 


Wants Federal Jurisdiction. 


In this connection Sig. Mayor said today: 
**Under the treaty which exists between 
Italy and the United States, the citizens of 
each country are guaranteed the fullest pro- 
tection while residing in the other country. 
In the case of Americans residing in Italy, 
they had exactly the same rights, the same 
protection, the same recourse to the courts 
that an Italian subject enjoys. The only 
exception is. in connection with political 
rights. In the case of Italians residing in 
the United States, the treaty assures them 
the same rights and protection given to 
American citizens. 

** But, unfortunately, this expression of the 
treaty, so far as it relates to Italians in this 
country, is somewhat theoretical, for, under 
the American system, which limits federal 
authority over States, the central govern- 
ment is not able to give effect to the guaran- 
tee laid down by thetreaty. We fully recog- 
nize the difficulties of this situation, which 
has been as apparent to the statesmen of 
this country as they have to those of Italy. 


Would Prevent Local Troubles. 


**We had hoped this would bring about 
the enactment of a law which would permit 
the federal government to carry out the 
guarantees of treaties. This would be a 
genuine remedy for affairs similar to those 
which have occurred in Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi, and would prevent the periodical 
agitation over cases arising in the States. 
As these cases arose they would be assured 
of attention under the federal authority, 
with careful regard for the execution of 
treaty obligations. | 

“Bince the recent lynchings at Erwin, 
Miss., there has been more or less discussion 
of the payment of a money indemnity. But, 
in the view of the Italian government, the 
question of indemnity doeg not. enter into 
the case. There has been no suggestion 
coming from. us, wel less a demand, for 
a cash he government. The 
Italian.government does not. seek blood 
money. 

“At the same time,:the families of the 
victims, who are the ones most directly 
affected, are naturally willing to listen to 
suggestions of a monetary indemnity, and 
when these suggestions are voluntarily 
made by the State or federal authorities we 


can do nothing more than be the medium 


for considering them in behalf of our people. 
But such indemnities are to the people af- 
fected, and not to the Italian government, 
which feels that there is a far greater ques- 
tion involved than any financial return to 
individuals. 

*‘It is the real and the permanent remedy 
of having the federal laws give to Italian 
subjects the protection’ guaranteed in our 
treaties that we desire, and it is to thia end 
that my exchanges of views are tending 
rather than to the payment of special indem- 
special cases. What the Italiun 
government desires is a system covering all 
cases,”’

SHORTAGE OF COAL KEEPS 
_ SHIPS AT THEIR DOCKS. 


Foreign Steamers Unable to Secure Car- 
goes at Philadelphia — Seventy-five 
Waiting for Loads at Norfolk, Va. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 25.—[Special.} 
The scarcity of coal at this port continue 
its depressing influence on the general ship- 
ping trade out of Philadelphia. Several 
foreign steamships under time charter are 
detained here, unable to get their cargoes, 
and while coastwise rates hold strong there 
is no inducement to vessel owners to char- 
ter, owing to the delays in securing coal. 


Shortage Felt at Norfolk, Va. 

Norfolk, Va., Dec. 25.—[{Special.]—The coal 
famine has caused many vessels to come to 
Lamberts Point for cargoes, seventy-five 
awaiting their turn to load. The Seaboard 
Air line has been forced to convert coal en- 
gines into wood burhers. The Southern is 
also handicapped for want of coal and in 
some places has been forced to abandon 


freight trains because of the prevailin 
famine. 


' Burn Old Ties at St. Joseph, Mich. 


St. Joseph, Mich., Dec. 25.—[ Special. ]—A]- 
though officials of the St. Joe and Benton 
Harbor Electric Street railway company 
have made several attempts in the 
few days to renew their order for their sup-) 
ply of Coal,-they have failed. As a last 
resort cords of old ties have been collected 
together and hauled to the power-house 
that operates the street railway system, and 
now are being used for fuel. For ten min- 
utes this aftermoon the entire system in this 
city was crippled. All the cars remained 
motioniess until sufficient power was re- 
newed at the power-house.

Thousands of the hungry were furnished 
a bountiful dinner; children who know no 
Santa Claus in their own homes were fer- 
reted out by the great gift giver and made 
happy with toys and candy; patients in the 
hospitals were remembered generally by 
friends and societies; inmgtes of the county 
institutions found the day one of sunshine 
through the thoughtfulness of superiniend- | 
ents; and prisoners at the jail and reforma- 
torles were made to rejoice. : 

On the whoie, notwithstanding the gloom 
due to the weather conditions, the sentiment 
of the day generally was exemplified 
‘throughout thecity. | 


. Salvation Army Feeds Many. 

The Salvation Army was host for. 3,200 
persons who sat down to a Christmas dinner 
in Tattersall’s at noon. After the last ta- 
bles had been cleared those who came with 
baskets were supplied, and) 500 persons went 
away with happy faces. From all the thir- 
ty-six branches of the army baskets of food 
were given to all Who applied. 

The annual dinner at Tattersall’s was the 
big event. At 9 o'clock in the morning the 
first of the hungry army had gathereé@be- 
fore the doors. At noon fifty tables had 
been spread, and 1,200 of the guests were 
marshaled to their places by Brigadier A. “ 
M. Damon, They comprised the old and 
young, the halt and the blind, They listened. 
attentively, while. the band played ‘‘ Praise 
God, from Whom Al Blessings Flow,’’ and 
some joinedin the words. Near the head of 
one table was seen a solitary silk hat, but 
the wearer was just ag hungry as the rest. 

Twice the tables were filled and nearly the 
third time again before the feast was over. 
It was then nearly 8 o'clock. 


“One Guest Enjoys Turkey. 

“There are lots of us here, all right,” said 
one guest, ‘‘ but the number wouldn't be so 
r the cold snap, when 
almost all outdoor Avork was stopped. This 
here turkey tastds good. I haven't been 
ordering it much/lately.”’

“It's the women who come for food for 
the family,’ said one attendant. 


3 Tell of Their Troubles. | 

As they watched their baskets being made 
ready.they often told their stories of poverty 
and trouble. 

**My old man is willing to work,” said a 
woman who gave her age as 53 years, “‘ and 
last summer he made a good living by truck- 
ing freight on the boats. He got sick and 
went to the County Hospital for two 
months. He is just out, and tomorrow he 
goes to work for the Grand Trunk. I am 
net used to taking charity.” 

There was no talk of * deserving poor,” 
nor any idea of asking for references. The * 
one idea was to feed the hungry. One 
woman Was seen to take three baskets of 
food from the hall, but the officers in charge 
thought it sufficient that some one would be 
kept from going hungry, and attempted no 
restrictions. | 

Colonel Charles Sowton was in command 
of the situation and kept near the base of 
supplies. .There- were 2,000 pounds of tur- 
key, with beans, cranberries, bread, coffee, 
and apples.in proportion. It took mem- 
bers of the army to take care of the work, 
and they kept up with the crowd. 


Sing and Dance at Dunning. 

Carols and hymns, sung with cheerful 
spirit by inmates of the poorhouse, brought 
the first tidings of Christmas to the institu- 
uuons at Dunning. Services were held in the 
chapel, at which all denominations were rep- 
resented. For the inmates of the insane 
asylum the long dining hall was cleared and 
a couple of hours was spent in dancing. The 
forty children were not forgotten, and a 
large Christmas tree was hung with presents.

authorities there object to the interference 
of private charities in the work of relief, 
and any one attempting to help the dis- 
tressed poasants is liable to get into serious 
trouble. The Governor of the province re- 
cently called a conference of the under offi- 
ecrs of the provinee, the result of which was 
that an official announcemént was made 
that the*government was abundantty able 
to take care of the needs of the starving, 
peasants and outside interference would be 
resented. At the same time the fact was not 
suppressed that the reports of doctors from 
all over the province stated that the famine 
was assuming larger proportions, and that 
cases of “hunger typhus ’”’ were constantly 
and alarmingly increasing. Public kitchens, 
arranged for the relief of 150 persons, are 
called upon to supply the wants of 800, and 
yet all the people suffering from hunger can- 
not be fed. Private benevolence, neverthe- 
less, is now completely excluded by the gov- 
ernment officials unless a person has influ- 
ence enough to get a “‘ukase"’ from the 
Czar, allowing the holder the privilege of 
feeding the starving. 


FORBIDDEN TO ASK RELIEF. 

In one whole district there is but one re- 
lief kitchen, and that is conducted by a 
philanthropic woman, Mme. Shuravkaia, 
who has special permission from St. Peters- 
burg to do so.

_COSTLY CURIOSITY. 
Neither does it pay t¢ be curious in happy 


Russia. Among the women who have fallen 
victims to the fever for arresting people 
which nqw pervades the capital of the Neva 
may be mentioned Mme. Borman, a woman

esteemed by all classes, except apparently 
the government class. 


She happened to be in front of the Kasan | 


Cathedral when the students raised their 
great .“ ruction’’ recently, and was arrested 
and sentenced to two weeks’ tmprisonment 
‘for idle curtosity.”” She-—had simply 
stopped on the street to see what the row was 
all about. ‘SI'wo university professors who 
happened to be passing the cathedral at the 
same time were detained in prison for several 
weeks and have now been banished to a 
desolate place in the interior of the empire 
on general principles. 

The recent outbreak of the students has 
caused the greatest uneasiness to the officials 
in the Russian capital, and, for that matter, 
to the officials throughout the empire, be- 
cause of its revival of nihilism. So alarmed 
have the authorities become that domiciliary 
visits are now nightly paid by the police to 
the homes df even the highest officials. The 
most dangerous symptom is the sullen atti- 
tude of the working classes, who are known 
to side with the students. Organized labor 
is not regarded with favor by the Russian 

verntinent, as is evidenced by what hap- 
pened at.s4Wilna, in west Russia, when the 
laboring mien tried to have a parade. They 
held two fabor day parades, the first one on 


. the Saturday before May day and the second 


one on the day itself. The police were not 
prepared for the first one, but had every- 
thing ready for the second. The workingmen 
had begun quietly to parade the streets mhen 
the Governor of the city gave the signal to 
the Cossacks, who, with large numbers of the 
mounted police, had been on the watch since 
daylight. “‘‘ The Cossacks charged at once 
into the midst of the procession, ptying their 


gathered from the account which came from 
St. Petersburg the other day of one Ivan 
Plotnikoff, who went to a public library and 
asked for a book which would tell him how 
to “live true.”” He was given a copy of the 
Bible and read therein, “If thy right hand 
offend thee cut it off,’ which he took to be a 
literal command. he procured an ax, 
with which he chopped off his right hand, 
taking four blows to do it.’ Professional 
** exorcists ’’ go about “ driving out devils,”’ 
and not infrequently the ignorant peasants 
are driven insane by the conviction that they 
are possessed of a devil, and tear and mu- 
tilate themselves. “ 


REPUBLIC OF .THIEVES. 
The fact that Si a is only half explored 
and that whole communities of fugitives ex- 
ist there unknown to the government has 
been mentioned often by travelers. Recently 
an armed community of thieves and runa- 
ways was discovered in one of the most fertile 
parts of eastern Siberia. It had existed 
since 1886 and was ruled over by an escaped 
convict named Bastrikoff. The robbers called 
their community the Republic of the Million 


Springs. No woman was allowed to come 


within sight of the place. If one was caught 
she was flogged and sent away. At last the 
depredations of the’ people of the Million 
Springs attracted the attention of the gov- 
ernment and a force was sent to subdue 
them. The robbers were:taken by surprise 
when the government forces appeared and 
hesitated what to do. 

While they were hesitating the Cossacks 
poured in a volley, killing and wounding sev- 
eral and dispersing such of the others as 
they did not capture. Several hundred pris- 
oners were taken. Those who escaped have 
gone to another part of Siberia, where they 
have found another robber community. How 
many of such settlements there are in Si- 
beria no one knows, but there are said to be 
many of them. . 


CRUELTIES IN PRISONS. 

The Russian prisons have long been 4 scan- 
Gal, and, though some improvements have 
been made in their management in the last 
few years, the stories of the cruelties which 
‘are practiced in them still shock the civilized 
world. The book of horrors which Vera 
Sassulitch recently published, telling of her 


convicts in the Quicksilver mines of Siberia— 
those places of horror where men work under 
the lash until the mercury penetrates into 
their bones, their teeth fall out, and they die 


_a miserable death. 


POLAND AND. FINLAND. . 

Russia’s oppression of Poland and how 
she the national life out. of. that, 
nation Is a matter of history, and she fs now 
making similar history by her violation of 
the ancient rights and liberties of Finland, 
which she is bringing under the knout. It, 
must be remembered that-many millions of 
the subjects of the Czar are not of European 
blood, but are pure Asiaticsin race. Tartars, 
Turcomans, Turks, Armenians, Persians, 
and many other Asiatic races go to make up 
the population of that vast empire, and their 
native traits of savagery seem to have been, 
increased rathey. than diminished since they 
have come under Russian rule. 

While the Czar is generally credited with, 
being a4 humane man, ‘he is really governed 
by his advisers, who.use him as the civilized 
mask for a barbaric government. Four men 
of great power in the empire are Klegils, 


Dragomiroff, Kouropatkin, and Vanoffsky. | 


These are names the Russian thinks of to- 
day when he discusses the simmering dis- 
content that every now and then approaches 
the boiling point and is cooled down by a 
whiff from the machine guns. These. are. 
the men who are brought most often into 
direet contact and conflict with the people 
and whom the people fear. 


REAL RULERS.

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The® Secretary of War 
says in his report on the 
condition of affairs in the 
Philippines that in provid- 
ing for the personnel of the 
gavernment which is being 
established there, “no officer, high or low, 
has been appointed upon any one’s request 
or upon any personal. social, or political con- 
siderations.” The report on *° The Civil 
Service in the Dependencies,’ submitted to 
the National Civil Service Reform league 
at its meeting last week, has equally cheering 
assurances. It says that “ the outlook for 
the firm establishment of the merit system 
in the dependencies of the United States is 
satisfactory and gratifying.” The report 
says also that President Roosevelt's insular 
appointments. have been “ in complete har- 
mony with his expressed approval of the 
merit system” and “he has thus far suc- 
ceeded in keeping politics out of the service 
and tn establishing it upon a firm, substantial 
basis of merit."’ It is a pleasure to learn that 
these dependencies are to be so well gov- 
erned—that in them influence counts for 
nothing and merit counts for everything. 
The President said in his message that it is 
even more important to have the merit 
system applied rigidly in the insular posses- 
sions than to have it obtain at home. For 
some reasons It is; but there are a great many 
American citizens who wish the merit system 
were as rigidly applied in the cities, counties, 
and States in which they live as it is in 
Porto Rico or the Philippines. It rather 
wears on their nerves to think that a bet- 
ter system of municipal administration 
Should obtain in Manila than in American 
cities, It is to be hoped that the spectacle 
of insular possessions which are well gov- 
erned because social, personal, and politica! 
influences are tabooed will move Americans 
to demand energetically the general applica- 
tion of the merit system | at home. 


‘BACON V8. SHAKSPEARE AGAIN. 

In the current Nineteenth Century Mr. 
W. H. Mallock turns from the series of 
articles which he is contributing to the Fort- 
nightly on “ Religion and Science at the 
Dawn of the Twentieth Century,” and, per- 
Bape as a kind of intellectual dissipation, 
Writes about “A New Light on the Bacon- 
Shakespeare Cipher.” 

John Fiske, when he was librarian at 
Harvard, used to say that he kept a special 
shelf for gentlemen who thought Bacon 
wrote Shakspeare’s plays, and that he was 
careful to see to it that such gentlemen 
had for their companions the other gentle- 
men who devise plans for perpetual motion 
and invent schemes for squar'u: the circle. 
This prejudice against the “ Baconians ” 
Mr. Mullock admits and deprecates. He 
points out, however, that the “ new light ” 
which he discusses is somewhat different 
from the lights which have gone before. It 
consists of a kind of cipher called the 
biliteral. 

This cipher, it is to be noted, is no con- 
frivance or discovery of the critics. It 
Was devised and explained by Bacon him- 
self. It is a cipher that can be insinuated 
into any piece of writing, for it depends not 
On the way a book is worded but on the 
way it is printed. The copy for this para- 
graph, for instance, might be taken by the 
‘compositor and so set up, by means of the 
use of two different kinds of type (hence 
the name “ biliteral”), as to convey any 
subsidiary meaning intended. It is evident, 
therefore, that Bacon might have taken any 
book, whether he was the author of it or 
not, and by supervising the printing might 
have passed down to posterity whatever 
information he chose thus to preserve. Now, 
‘this is exactly what Mr. Mallock seems to 

think he did. The biliteral cipher is said 
to be found in many famous books published 
about the end of the sixteenth and the be- 
ginning of the seventeenth centuries. Some 
oft these books are Bacon's and some are 
_ mot. Among them is the great Shaks- 
‘pearean First Folio of 1623. 

Whether or not the cipher actually occurs 
in the books mentioned is a question purely 
of fact. Here is a cipher, invented by 
Bacon and fully explained by him in one 
of his works. It is a cipher that might be

used in any printed qmatter which could be 


set up in two different kinds of type. Here, 
on the other hand, are certain books, among 
them the First Folio, in which this cipher 
is said to be found. It would seem that 
nothing could be easier than to go through 
the First Folio to find out whether or not 
there are two kinds of type used in it, and 
whether or not these two kinds of type ure 
SO arranged as to conform to the rule of 
the bilitera! cipher. 

But here arise difficulties. ‘The First Folio 
is one of the most wretchedly printed books 
in the world, so that it is hard to draw con- 
clusions’ from it; and, further, when one 
comes to examine the kinds of type used 

“the divergences are so minute and so per- 
plexing that what seems at first to be an 
easy task becomes aimost hopeless. Cer- 

- tain persons, however, claim to have over- 
come these difficulties and to have found 
“infolded,” as Bacon expressed it, in the 
First Folio and other books of the time a 
Baconian commentary on current events. 
In this comméntary are said to be revealed 
such facts as these: Bacon was at one time 
in love with Marguerite, wife of Henry of 
Navarre, and in memory of this episode in 
bis career afterwards wrote Romeo and 
Juliet; Bacon was the son of Queen Eliza- 
beth by a secret matriage with Leicester, 
and he wae, therefore, rightful heir to the 


throne; Bacon was not the Queen’s only 
child; he had a brother, and this brother 
was the ill-fated Dssex. 

It is perhaps undeniable that such revela- 
tions could be made safely only to posterity. 
An open statement of the alleged relations 
of Blizabeth with Leicester would have 
cest Bacdén his head. Mr. Mallock, who is 
skepticai-abeut_so many matters, seems to 
be credulous regarding this cipher. He 
is not the only man who has made up for 
an excess of doubt in some directions by an 
excess of blind faith in others. 
‘good deal of imagination to find this cipher 
in the First Folio and much simplicity to 
believe the alleged statements of the cipher, 
which are not sustained by a shred of evi- 
dence from any other quarter. 


THE MIDDLE WEST AND THS CABINET 
The appointment of Governor Shaw to 
be Secretary of the Treasury has unduly 
excited a number of tiewspapers as bearing 
upon the tenure of office of Secretary Wii- 
son, who happens to be a resident of the 
same State as the Governor. The residency 
of Governor Shaw and Secretary Wilson 
should have wothing to do with the case. 
Tue Tripune, as is well known, never 
has had any sympathy either in city, coun- 
ty, State, or national affairs with this im- 
potent and foolish “shriek of locality.” 
When Colonel Henderson was a candidate 
for Speaker sensible men in Illinois feit that 
the Prairie State would share with the 
Hawkeye State in any honor that might be 
conferred upon the distinguished gentle- 
man from Dubuque. Tur Trisune at 
that time insisted that it represented lowa, 


as Illinois. The same is true of the pres- 
ent situation. If has two -mén bet- 
ter qualified to fill Cabinet offices than other 
States in the middie West, and if: Presi- 
dent Roosevelt desires to have in his Cabi- 
net the services of both those men, there is_ 
no reason why he sheuld not appoiut them 
both, The middle West will be honored 
by the choice vf both. 

lowa is gridironed with railroads having 
their terminals in Chicago, and practically 
ali the trade of Iowa is done in this city. 
Chicago is the metropolis of lowa as mucit 
as of Illinois. Tuis is truer of lowa even 
than of Michigan, or Indiana, 
because parts of those States certainly are 
not tributary to Chicago.

Ohicago and Illinois will be proud to have 
Governor Shaw and Secretary Wilson both 
representing them as weil as Iowa in the 
Cabinet of President Roosevelt. : 


CHILE AND ARGENTINA. 

Chile and Argentina have dqided not to 
go to war. Each of them has made slight 
concessions, so that neither can say the 
other has done all the backing down. This 
is a happy ending of what at one time 
threatened to be a serious controversy 
growing out of a petty dispute as to the 
ownership of some territory which is of 
little value. But as individuals will some- 
times ruin themselves by litigation over a 
few acres of barren land, so nations will 
sometimes shed the blood of their citizens 
and bankrupt themselves in a war over 
some worthless real estate. 

Whatever there is of self-control and 
reasonableness in South America lies at the 
southern end of the continent. As one nears 
the equator the capacity for self-govern- 
ment visibly decreases. There has been 
savage civil warfare in both Chile and Ar- 
gentina. There has been much more in 
Venezuela, Colombia, and Peru. The hot- 
ter the climate, apparently, the greater the 
love for war. 

The climate may not be at fault, however. 
The greater stability of the two Southern 
republics may be ascribed to the fact that 
the Indian element is not so strong there 
as it is in the Spanish-American republics 
in the northern part of the,continent. It is 
safe to. assume that a population which is 
a mixture of Spanish and Indian blood will 
not be able to govern itself so well as a 
population which is of purely Spanish de- 
scent. Chile and Argentina are fortundte 
also in that they are receiving a consider- 
able immigration from Europe. Italians 
and Germans are settling in numbers in the 
two republics. Whatever influence they ex- 
ert.is in the direction of peace and stable 
government. 


THE JOHN WORTHY &CHOOL. 
There is now pending in Judge Baker's 


court a suit in which the pubue is much 


concerned. The City of Chicago is seeking 
to recover from Cook County the sum of 
$22,614 expended in buying food for the 
boys of the John Worthy School during the 
thirteen months from July, 1899, to. Septem- 
ber, 1900, when the suit was brought. It is 
claimed by the city that the boys are wards 
of the county; it is claimed by the county 
that the school is distinctly a city institu- 
tion. 

Both the city and the county are well sup- 
plied with arguments to support their re- 
spective positions, On the other hand, it is 
said that the John Worthy School is a 
creature of the county just as much as the 
County Poorhouse or the County Hospital. 
It is practically the juvenile department of 
the House of Correction. The county pays 
the expenses of the adult inmates of the 
House of Correction. Why should it not 
pay those of the juvenile inmates? It used 
to do so when the adults and the “ juve- 
niles” were confined together. Now that 
there is a separation of the two classes the 
county is trying to shirk its responsibility 
for one of them. In this, so thinks the city, 
the county is clearly illogical. The two 
classes of inmates are in exactly the same 
relation toward the County Courts and the 
County Commissioners. What is done for 
the one ought to be done for the other. 

The county, however, is inclined to think 
that the John Worthy School is the oft- 
spring of city needs and is used for city 
purposes, [t was with city funds that the 
school was founded. Before that time there 
were few juvenile prisoners, for Judges 
were unwilling to send young boys to the 
bridewell. Then the Board of Education 
and other boards and committees saw that 


there was an urgent need for a Chicago | 


boys’ reform school, and the result was the 
founding of the school and a tremendous 
increase in the number of boy prisoners. 
For this increase the county authorities hold 
they are not responsible. Under the old 
system it would never have happened, and 
the city ought not, it is said, to force the 
county inte a position where it has to pay 
for a thing it never wanted. 3 
Whatever the technical merits of either of 
thee arguments may be, it would seem that 
all institutions like the John Worthy School 
ought properly to be managed by the county. 


At the same time the practical exigencies 


of the case may demand management by the 
city.

No more logical art criticism has ever 
been W an’ A.4erfican than C, 
Brownell’'s volume on French art, published 
in 1892, an enlarged and illustrated edition 
of which has just been issued by the Scrib- 
ners. This writer traces thé evolution of 
French painting from the importation of 
Leonardo da Vinci, Primaticcio, and other 
Italian artists by Francis I:, down to the 
realistic painters who. were at the height of 
their fame a decade agb. | 

The development of sctilpture from its 
Gothic beginnings is followed in three chap- 
ters, classic sculpture, academic sculpture, 
and the new movement in sculpture. Most

It-contains seventy-five reproductions in 
half-tone and photogravure of the artist's 
works and the critical notices of these, to- 
gether with explanations of the artist's 
theories and manner of working at different 
periods of hig life, constitute a large part of 
the text. 

Aside from the purely biographical account 
of his early life, of his struggies to obtain an 
art education, and his 'mpersona! beginnfhgs 
three distinct periods of the painter's artistic 
career are described. The first was passed 
in the Briangza, in the country about Lake 
Como, producing work in which he strove 
for harmony of color and atmosphere, paint- 
ed in broad strokes, and produced pictures 
full of a gentile melancholy which was a re- 
flection of his own sad childhood. 

The second was a period spent high up in 
the Alps, about Savognino, where he pro- 
duced pictures of striking realism painted 
with the peculiar technique and ‘“‘ division- 
ism ”’ of color which he adopted to render the 
brilliancy of things seen in the rarified air of 
the high altitude. In his efforts tarsecure 
Night in his pictures he arrived at a‘Wwethod 
of painting similar to that employed by the 
French impresstonists, based on the prin- 
ciple that small particles of pure colors 
placed in juxtaposition on canvas will be per- 
ceived by the eye at a distance as a tone of 
greater brilliancy than a tone of mixed pig- 
nents. His latest period is one in which his 
acquired knowledge of nature and of paint- 
ing was applied to works full of poetry and 
symbolism which were to place him, if he 
had not already attained that position, far in 
the leadof any ofall modern Italian painters.

the philosophy of his art, but of a friend un- ) 


blinded to his shortcomings. He makes 
copious quotations from the writings of the 
artist, who possessed real talent in this di- 
rection, although at the age of 17 he was 
unable to read or write.

There have been few works of fiction 
brought out this year which in ability to hold 
the interest of the reader, to convince him of 
their own truthfulness to the life they are 
describing, and to bring him, despite his 
prejudices, to accept as logical the end of the 
story, can equal the latest work of the 
author of “‘ Great Porter Square.’’ In ‘‘ The 
Pride of Race’”’ (George W. Jacobs & Co.) 
Mr. B. L. Farjeon presents as his chief char- 
acter one Moses Mendoza, an aged and im-

broadminded philanthropy.’ The younger 
Mendoza is educated at the best of English 
schools, becomes a leader in his studies at 
Oxford, a master in debate, a loyal and affec- 
tionate son, and a leader in Parliament. And 
of course to help this on some Mr. Mendoza’s 
bread cast on waters comes back to him, 
gives him a chance to become a financier 
which his Hebrew instinct seizes upon, with 
the result that he fs soon at the head of the 
Londen steck market and fabulously 
wealthy. And then, of course, comes the 
marriage of the younger Mendoza with the 
daughter of a poverty-stricken Earl which 
forms the romantic theme in the story. And 
the later fall of the Mendozas and their Har! 
is made ynusually entertaining by their 
philosophic acceptance of fate. : 

In all this there is little that Imay not be 
duplicated in the news umns of the day 
and in the common novel of the ‘‘ mixed 
marriage ’”’ type. But there is novelty in the 
standpoint of Mr. Farjeon which is as de- 
lightful as it is umexpected, for the Jew is 


treated with affection and respect that com- 


mand the same feelings from the reader.

And having taken up the idea of educating 
'Raphe and putting him in a high place, of 
course Mr. Mendoza succeeds. But in doing 
it he displays such delightfully shrewd com- 
mon sense in spite of his ignorance, and such 
a lovable charity when no one is watching 
him, that the reader wishes the book were 
twice as long. 

Incidentally Mr. Farjeon finds room for 
some of the cleverest-society satire that has 
been written in a long time. He has a trick 
of presenting his story as if it were on @ 
stage. Having provided a good setting, he 
does not immediately shift the scene again 
and keep his reader busy conjuring up new 
pictures, but brings tf characters into the 
scene by natural methods and leaves atten- 
tfon clear for their words and meanings. 
Here is a bit. from the “ stage setting’ of 
Mr. Farjeon's second panel ’’: 

“A hum of voices,.chiefily feminine, toned 
down to a musical.murmur. A shrill tone 
would sadly mar the prevailing harmony. 
Therefore soft and sweet. Minor topics: 
The opera, Melba, Calvé, Jean de Reszke, the 
latest new picture, the latest new book 
(plot deliciously dangerous; the relation of 
the sexes, wives at a discount), the latest 
new comedy (rampantly immoral, quite a 
shock to decency, ‘ but how true, my dear! *), 
the latest new mNllonaire, the great French 
actress and her Italian rival. Major topics: 
Each other (the other out of hearing), all 
the scandal, and the latest new fashion in 
Sleeves. To the indolent ear comes not a 
discordant note. Society’s heaven spreads 
its fairest clouds. Artificial angels, fresh 
‘from the perfumed bath and the French 
maid, smile approyal. We are in Society.’’ 

But if one were to attempt to quote the 
entertaining passages of this work of Mr. 
Farjeon’s he must begin at chapter 1 and go

Two South Dakota Men Sentenced, One 
Acquitted, and a Number of 
Others Indicted.

Chamberiain, S. D., Dec. 25.—{Special.}— 

At the term of court just held by Judgé Smith 
@t Oacoma three of the prominent cattle 

> “rustling” cases were tried, two resulting 
in convictions and the other in an acquittal. 
Gilbert Dock was found guilty of petit lar- 
Geny and given thirty days in jail and a fine 
of $50. Peter Bergland was found guilty of 
killing and disposing of a steer and sentenced 
to three years in the penitentiary. 

In the case of Joe Blackbird, while the evi- 
Genece showed that bunch of about 125 cattle 
Delonging to a dozen or more stockmen were 
founded up and rebranded on his place, the 
jury concluded that there was not sufficiently 
strong evidence to show that he was impli- 
cated in the rebranding, and a verdict of not 
guilty wes returned. 

The grand jury found indictments against 
quite a number of stockmen, and Judge 
Smith adjourned court to Feb. 11, when these 
cases, together with a number of important 
ones of a similar character, will be heard.

STORM SIGNALS IN COURT 


WEATHER MAN’S WORTH 70 28 
PUT TO A TEST. 


Right of a Captain to Take His Vessel 
to Sea When the Danger Flags Are’ 
Flying Is to Be Determined by Judge 
Kohlisaat—Suit Deals with a Cargo 
Lost When a Heavy Wind Ends a 
Pleasant Day—Other Important Ma- 
rine Cases Pending. 


The value of'the government weather serv- 
ice is to be passed on by the United States 
Circuit Court. The point willbe raiséd in a 
cage which is to determine the right of a ves- 
sel Captain to take His “ship to sea when 
storm signals are flying. 

The vessel which figures in the test is the 
schooner Emily B. Maxwell, and the Hey- 
wood Rattan company is the concern forc- 
ing the issue. 

On Sept. 11, 1900,. the Maxwell sailed out of 
Charlevoix, Mich., for Chicago with a cargo 
of lumber. Storm signals were fiying, but 
when the Maxwell left the weather was fine 
and pleasant. Five hours later the ship was 
struck by a severe storm, and its deckload, 
owned by the Heywood company, was swept 
overboard. .It was valued at $1,000, for which 
amount suit-has been brought. 

In trying this case Judge Kohlsaat will be 
called upon to prondOunce on the reliability 
of the storm warnings sent out by the 
Weather bureau, and in his ruling must de- 
termine the duties of a Captain who is in 
port during a pleasant day when storm sig- 
nals are fiying. 

Lake Captains are divi whether it is 
their duty to go and run thw risk of facing a 
bad storm or stay in port and lose valuable 
time. In the Maxwell case there are some 
side issues of barometer, etc., but the.main 
point is the reliability of the weather signals. 


’Phone Contracts at Stake. 

There is another case in the Admiralty 
court which is being watched by marine men 
and business-men generally. The suit con- 
cerns contracts over long distance tele- 
phones. The general adoption of the long 
distance "phones for chartering purposes on 
the lakes leads to the deep interest in the 
matter. Last spring the steamer Pewaukee 


tago from Leatham & Smith of Sturgeon 
Bay, Wis., the agreement being made over 
the long ‘distance telephone. Differences 
arose and Leatham & Smith refused to 
recognize the contract on the ground that 
it had not. been consummated. The Chicago 
firm sues for $5,000 for breach of contract. 


As toa Captain’s Whims. ,} 

Still another case of interest will be that 
of Serren Termanson, the owner of a scow 
at Manitowoc, against the schooner Jessie 
L. Boyce for $500 damages. The Boyce was 
lying at a dock at Manitowoc last fall, and 
Captain Ole Christenson wanted to change 
its position. The scow was in the way and 
Captain, Christenson moved it. In the night 
a storm came up and several holes were 
knocked in the scow's side. ~« 

Charlies E. Kremer, the admiralty lawyer, 
representing the Boyce, held that the Cap- 
tain himself, and not the schooner, was liable 
if damage resulted. Vessels could not be 
responsible for the whims of Captains who 
started moving other people's property. 


Crib Collision Suit. 


The case of the steamer Conestoga against 
the City of Chicago for damages, amounting 
to $67,034, on account of that steamer being 
sunk by collision with a water works crib 
Nov. 16, 1899, will be tried early in January. 
Two cases of vessel-owners against the 
Drainage board for losses suffered in the 
South Branch of the Chicago River will 
go far toward settling the liability of the 
Drainage board for damages on account of 
the current and obstructions to navigation. 


Many Important Cases. 

The United States courts in Chicago have 
had many times a larger number of cases in 
admiralty,’’ a marine lawyer said, “‘ but sel- 
dom has it come that one winter has seen so 
many important questions bunched as now. 
In the Conestoga case there is not a city 
around the lakes not directly interésted, 
the rights of municipalities to maintain cribs 
in navigable waters is to some extent at 
stake. 

“In the drainage canal cases the issues are 
practically new, but the findings will be of 
vast import to the marine interests as well 
as the commerce of the city. The storm 
signal case is of national import.
